Our Water Supply 
The importance of an adequate water supply to a community 


is generally understood, It is seldom felt, however, until some- 
thing happens to interfere with its purpose. 


Conditions here in recent years have caused an unusual drain 
on Haggett’s pond. Exceptionally hot, dry summer months, the 
large increase in new homes, additional irrigation of farm lands 
in West Andover, all have added to the daily demands. At one 
time last fall the water had dropped more than 70 inches. It has 
come back about 24 inches since then but in recent years it has 
not come back to anything near its normal height. 


For the purpose of protecting this source of water supply and 
increasing available storage the board of public works has an 
article in the town warrant seeking $1000 for the acquisition of 
land on the watershed on Haggett’s and the adjacent Fish brook. 


By obtaining this land before it is developed the town will be 
ina more favorable position to protect its interests in the pond, 
enlarge the water storage space in that area and be better pre- 
pared to keep pace with the ever-increasing growth of local 
water consumption.

HOW TO USE AN ICE BAG -— 


1. Fill the ice bag about one-half full. The patient will 
be more comfortable if the ice is crushed into small 
pieces before it is put into the bag. 


2. To expel the air, lay the bag on a table and press un- 
til the ice comes to the mouth of the bag. 


3. Screw on the cap firmly. 
4. Turn the bag upside down to test for leakage. 


5. After drying the outside of the bag, wrap it in a towel 
and apply it to the skin, Remove the bag occasionally 
so as not to interfere with the circulation of blood to the 
area, 


6. After using, empty and dry the bag. The inside of the 
bag may be filled with a cloth or tissue paper to keep the 
sides from sticking together.

Togliatti Caught Off Base 

A new defection in communist 
officialdom has cropped up in 
Italy. The irony of this falling out 
is that it makes either a blind man 
or a liar of Palmiro Togliatti. In a 
recent report on his party’s 30th 
anniversary the big boss wrote: 
‘1 do not know of a single in- 
stance of deviation. . .We have 
complete unity and firmness in 
our ranks,”’ 

The ink on this preposterous 
boast was scarcely dry before two 
very popular communist parliamen- 
tary deputies, Valdo Magnani and 
Aldo Cucchi, resigned in disgust 
because the party brass was sub- 
ordinating the party to Moscow 
orders and foreign policy. 

Luigi Longo, deputy chief during 
Togliatti’s absence in Russia, 
alibied that the two were ‘‘traitors 
planted by the enemy.’’ But other 
young leaders have rallied to the 
pair, demanding autonomy for the 
party in place of the current policy 
of servility to the Kremlin. 

They have been joined in their 
protests by Trotskyists, Titoists 
and other Marxist splinter sects, 
who elevate Italian nationalism 
above Soviet interests and balk at 
plots by the Togliatti gang to in- 
voke civil war and Russian inter- 


vention. 
As the two rebels are able or- 
ganizers with strong backing in 


the Po Valley ‘‘Red belt,’’ the row 
could rock the party to its founda- 
tions unless the off-horses are 
whipped back into line. The Reds 
have just completed one _ giant 
purge which had kicked out thou- 
sands of faint hearts and dis- 
senters. Now there will be another 
house-cleaning and more reprisals. 


Czechs Hard to Keep in Line 
Czech communists also are sore 
at Russian bullying.

Tax Change Would Affect Levy Here 


Repeal of the personal property 
tax on household furnishings and 
personal effects as recommended 
by the special commission on 
taxation would have to be met in 
Andover with an increase of about 
75 cents on the real estate tax, 
Roy E. Hardy, chairman of the 
board of assessors. has estimated. 

The taxation commission has de- 
nounced the tax as a ‘‘major har- 
rassment to taxpayers, assessors 
and collectors alike,’’ and said it 
results only in ‘‘small scattered 
revenue, It added that it is a tax 
that is not and cannot be enforced. 

Set up to remove existing in- 
equalities in the state’s tax struc- 
ture the commission reported: **No 
better example of an inequitable 
tax, one literally impossible of 
fair administration, can be found 
than the existing levy on house- 
hold goods, jewelry, television 
sets and the like.‘‘ 

The personal property tax last 
year amounted to $98,903.30. The 
assessed valuation of all personal 
property was $2,747,000, divided
